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PREFACE. 


In March 1905 I UDdertook to catalogue the eculpturos 
in the Municipal Museum at Mathutfi, at the I'equcBt of 
Mr. H.C. Foraid, C.I.E., I C,S., then Collector of the dlatriot. 
The time available proved insufiicleat to finish the work, main* 
ly owing to the number of insoriptions, most of which had not 
yet been properly edited. My departmental duties aud a pro¬ 
longed illness prevented me from resuming the work until 
Deoember 1907, when a mouth’s stay at Mathura enabled me to 
bring the catalogue to completion. 

In the meanwhile the Museum had beeu enriched with more 
than a hundred Mathura sculptures, the bulk of which came 
from the Allahabad Public Library. In the course of the year 
190B the collection was further increased by the addition of a 
large number of valuable sculptures and inscription!; which were 
collected in the locality by Paudit Padha Krishnui and piirehas- 
ed and presented to the Museum by Mr. J, H. ilarahali, the 
Director-General of Archaeology. These also have been includ¬ 
ed in tbe present publication. 

A few words are required to explain the arrangement of my 
catalogue. As in past years no proper record has been kept of 
the provenance of the sculpt urea, it was imi^ossible to arrange 
them according to their find-spots. For the same reason a 
classification according to creeds - Euddbist, Jaiua aud Brah¬ 
man ical—could not be adopted, except in tbe case of images, 
some illustrative bas-reliefs aud a tew inscribed pieces. It will 
bo Iiardly necessary to add that a chronological arrangement 
was out of tlm question, as the style of the sculptures euable's us 
only to fix in general tbe period to wbicb they belong. Even 
those dated in Kanishka’s era cannot bo referred to a particular 
year, as the initial date of that epoch is still a matter of dispute. 
In these circumstances tbe best ooitise seemed to me to make

three uiBin divisions consisting of imn-gcB, bas-reliefsi and AVchi- 
tecturftl sculptures. 

It is obvious-that such a division is in many cases bound to 
be arbitrary. In IiuHan art iraages of deities are hut seMotu 
carved iu the round, and have thereto- e in reality the chai actev 
of reliefs. Jlo^t of the pieces classed as bos^relieis, on the other 
hand, served tfie purpose of decointing some religious building 
and might, iherefore, be called architectural. Within the three 
lURiD divisions 1 have grouped sculptures of the saiue kind, as 
much as possible, together. Tliis arrangcmcut, it is hoped, will 
render this catalogue iiiore coiivenieut to consult. 

The waut of a list or register is to a certain e^ttent 
Bupplemeuted hy the papers published by Mr. Growfe and 
by General Cunningliaiii’s archaeological reports dcaliug 
ivith Mathura. A study of these publications has enabled 
me to ascertain the tiiid-plaoe-s of a larger number of sculptures 
than I had anticipated, Uii fort unately, their descriptions are 
often vague or inaccurate, and the dimensions are but rarely 
given, so that iu some cases it is doubtful which particular 
sculpture is mcaut. 

The present catalogue contains all the information which 
from published accounts can be gathered regatding the pi oven- 
ance of these sculptures. As to their descriptioii and interpret- 
atioD, a prolonged study of the Matlmra art and of the closely 
related Graeco-Buddhist school of Gandhlira has enabled mo to 
propose a certain unmber of fresh identificfltiotis. Iu questions 
touching the relationship between t!ie Matluua and GarKllulra 
schools, I have luvaiiably endorsed the views put forth with 
great lucidity by M. Alfri4 f' oucher in his various publkatioi.s, 
and more e.speoially in his standard rvork on Gi teco- Buddhist 
sculpture. 

Here I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to Dr. 
Heinrich Liidoi's, Professor at the Berlin University, for kindly 
revising my readings of the inscriptions, a complete list of 
which will be given in an Appendis.

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INTRODUCTION. 


L—The Mathura Mtisfium. 


The liiatory of the buildiag iu which the Malhuril GQlIe<stiou of sculp¬ 
tures IB prerervtKij Is given by Mr* Growse* in tlio following pjvss^age: 
** It Wfl^i commenced bj Jlr. Thornhilii the Magiatrato and ColIoctOE of 
the distfietj who raised the money for tlie purpose by pnhKo aobacription, 
intending to make of it a rest house for the reception of native gentlemon 
of rankj whenever they had oecaskuito viait head qiiarterfl* Though close 
to tbeConrta, which would be a convflnicncej It is too far from the bazar tO 
suit native tastes^ Bpd even if it had been completeJ aceordiog to the ori- 
ginal desigUp it ie not probable that it would ever have boea ocenpiedii 
After an expenditare of Eg. 30^CK)0|t the work was intofrnpted by the 
Mutiny, When order Ivad beea restored, the new Collfictory_Mr. Best, 
with a perversity by no means uncommoa in the records of Xodiaa local 
odministrutiDD j set hjaaself at oacei not to complete, but to miitilaie, bii 
predecessor's handiwork, It wa^ inteDdcd that the bnilding diouM stand 
in citonsivo grountU of ita own, whore it would oerteinly have had a very 
pleasing afohitoctueal effect jhut instead of this tliehigh road waa brought 
immadiftLely in front of it, so as to cut it off entirdjfrom the new public 
garden ; the offices of the TehsEdor were built on ono side, and ou the 
other woe run up, at a most awkwanl angic, a high masonry w'all j a rough 
thatched roof was thrown over its centre court; doorways we re mtroduced 
in different places, where they were not wanted and only served aa dis¬ 
figurements and the unfcTtuoate huilding was theanictnamed 'Thorn- 
hiirs Folly ^ and abandonod to utter neglect*"

Itappcara^ howover, that in reitllty the whole ivort was not completed 
until iSSl. For Mr* Growse notes tlie fcsllciwing in the inErodtiction to 
file seoond edition of bb ^^MatliurA” which Ia dated BukTidihaliTj Juno 
29| 1880. **T!w Mnsenni has again been taken li\ handt and in the 
coiuse of a year or go will, I trusty be raidy for iiao. Notiefng in one 
of my rcooiit visits to Matbursl that the oollectign of anlit|iiities which I 
had left behind me waa utterly iineared for. and that =oTne of the vnl li¬ 
able ioscriptione liad disappeared^ tliougb it b posT-ible General Cunnings 
hum may have taken tbetn^ I ropresnoted the matter to the local Govern¬ 
ment, and was thereupon allowed to submit plans for tlio eompletion of 
the building which have been accepted nod are no w being oarried out/^ 
It seom’i, therefori?, that ISSl is the year in whicli the Mu«euin \vm 
oi>aned to the public. In Jlarcb 1832, when Cunulngham visited Matliudl 
for the-last timCj bo found the Miii^eiuix e»tablidi> d. 

From Munletpal records I have been able to gather only tbo follow^

All Ebo ejtpenditnre inoarrtd on repairs 
i&e. to tho building einee that year has been borne by tbo Muni¬

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In IGOO it deuideJ by tlie LocbI GoTemmeat * tiiAt lh« Miilpttiras 
Goatiined in tb® Mwoum also sliould be formally made over to tire 
Matlmm Municipal Board " op eondilion that they are properly looked 
after,*' It was also sllpulated that "a li$t of the relics sLoiild be kept in 
the building and a copy recorded, in the Collestor's ORlce.** 

It la much lo bo regretteii that the necessity for such a list was only 
recognised at a ttnie when tlio Ged-placo of most of tlie sculptures could 
DO longer bo ascertained. Let us hope that io the future all new acfjuisi- 
tions will bo registered ntid that on exact record will be kept of the 
circumstances of each find. Up to 1903 there wa^ no officer epeoially 
nppointtfd to look after tbe MetHura ^luseam, fhe whole 
uonsisted of the above-mentioueil farrash on Rs. 3 n iDonthj whoso 
Bppoiotment eppareotly led to the building having come under the 
control of the Municipal Bonrd. 

Iq January, 190S, the Museum was visite<l by Sir John and Lady 
newott. In tbo Efinse month, previous the Lieutenant-Governor's 
viat, LieutCDant-Golciia] \f. Vogt, I.M.S., had consented to net as nn 
Honorary Curator of the Museum for the period he will bo statioued at 
Matburu,nnd Pandit Rad ha Krishna had declared him seif willing to devote 
hieonergiES to the Museum in the honernry capneity of Assistant Curator. 
This double nppointment has proved ol the greatest benefit, and tliere is 
every reason to hol» that iti future district officers will take a more 
active iiiiercit iu tiie autiqiiariau treasures entrusted tc their care, Thu 
value of the sculptures iu Mie Museum has not always been fully rscognised 
oven by Government officinls, as appears from the following ninrginal notes 
which 1 fuundon an official letter dating back to the time when the question 
of their ownership bed been raisetl. Query: *' To whom do tire relics be¬ 
long? If they were sold, wito would take the proceeds ?** R-piy i “The 
relics were colleolcd by Mr. Growse ami Dr. Fulirer by digging a flit* iu 
the city. They belong to Government, I think, and no one would bny 
them as they are mostly broken." 

What I have been able to gather from previous publicniious regarding 
the origin of the scnlplures, T wUh to dieciia? in a following section dtalmg 
with the arcliaeolcgicat explomtlons carried on at Matliarii. Here it will 
Biiffice to say that the bulk of the original wHectioa consists of sciilpturei

It Would seem that since the days of Mr* Growse, the collection re* 
taaiiied stationery. Of late ycnis I have been able to add to it four 
Matlinni sciilpturea and inscriptions which Ciinningham had placed in 
the Lahore Miisenm, ihe fomalo statue of the Saptarshi Ti!« ll’Tee 
inscribed Jalnft scnlpturos which I found in ibo Delhi Mitseum and 
which likewise originate from Matburii. lu December, 100a collection 

of nearly a ImndreilMathiniisciiIptiireSt which for many yems had been 

Ivjdg in the Public Library at Aibhabad, were, at roy request, relornetl 
io the place of tliidr origin. T^h«y belong to the sculptures ostavaUd in 

1S60 from the Jamfdpnr (or Jail) mound.* 

It is hojMKl that, in the course of time, other eeulpttUfcs abo which 
originate from those early escavatiens and have become scattered will be 
re In rued. The Mathorii sculptures whidi are preserved in the Calcutta 
and Lucknow Museums, it will bo advisable to leave where they are, 
except in ca^e a piece can be shown to belong to a niomiment of which 
other portions are in the Mathura Jiuseum. Tide, for instance, would 
applv to the Bbfilerar railing pillar?. The bulk of wulptures in the 
Lucknow Museum are from one iite, namely, the KafikaUTil’^; “id there 
is, tlicrefcro, lose reason for returning them to Matliura. But Ihe case 
is difforeiit with the seiilptiures which reached Lucknow vift Agra and 
Allabfibad and which, like the Allahabnd collection, are the produce of 

the cxcavatiou of tho Jamalpor Bite. m ,u«<- 

At present, however, the limited siiace nvailabta in the Malbum 
Museum, does not allow of any considerable iocreoee of the exhibits. W e 
ean only howJ that the priueipJo will he adopted and pdhered to, that al 

sculptures acquired in fuiure will be kept in the local Museniu. If 
svslematicexoavations at Mathura aro ever r^unieil oiid prove frui - 

fd iu their results, ilie question of extending the present building will 

Lave lo bo considered. Becently, I have made eertaiti proposals for he 
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j^arB ill bai be€n the policy of Iho GovcrnmcDt bo eitAbUth local MubO'' 
urns iu imports at sjobaeologiefil centreSj such ai SSLrn.ut.li^ Dollu and 
Pesli;lW 4 ir* Foe the study of ladiaa aeobaaolc^y eucb Mu^caois aro 
emiaeaLly useful^ aa bhoirconteabs eaa bo studied m connecation with the 
topography of the -places ; and iu the eyes of Eha gaaeiral publicj the 
vkmity of tke-ir place of origin will lend the senlptures an additional 
intereet> Tbeoxisteoceofaloeal Musennij morcoverj minimises the H^k of 
occaslouil finds beiog lost* and of valuable antiqidties becoming lUaniged 
in tmosit. Finally a local maseutn commends itself to the practical 
mind on aocDunt of the saTiog of money and labour It inrolTcs^ The 
Eucasapent in past years ou the removal of large numbers of bulky atoim 
from Mathuiil to Agra^ LnckuoW| AUnbal^d and CiLlcutIa would have 
been better used for the benefit of the local colloctioD^

The firBt di^oTcry of scnlpbtires recorded at IblathuTu was that of the 
so-called Si Ion us* noiv preserve d in the Indian Miiseaoi at Calonttiw 
It w'fts acquired by Colonel L. K, Stacy and presented by him to the 
Aaiutio Society of BengaU The eamo oflicer presented to tlic Society a 
rniliog pilUrf which likewise hiui reached the Calcutta Museum. Jt haa 
on one side a ffemale figure atanding on the back oi a dwnrf and holdiug 
in her right band a small wicker cage, the bird from which iaperchfid on 
her left Bhoulder, On the reverse are three pancla with Eccnca which, 
acconling to Cnoningham* refer lo tlie miracle of Kujagdha—Budd ha sub¬ 
duing the clophaut Nallgirl lot loose against Lim by kis maliciciu eoo^ju 
I^ovadat^a, Tliia pillar must have belonged to tbe same railing as the 
two in the Mnthnrn Museum (nos. J, 4 and I, 5). 

In ilaunnry, 1853* General Sir A, Cunningham noticed ?omc capitals 
and pillars in iho Katrsl enolusure. The first sculpture obtained by liim 
on tills site a fragmeub of a railing pillar with part of a female figure 
standing uodor a tree, which he erroneouslj’' identified with MfiyTi stRnd- 
ing under tbe $ui irep« At the same time liedi^avered a frziguxectary 
iDacription eontaiding the genealogy of the Gupta Enii>0ror3 diiwn to 
Samudragiipia, and which may be assigned to the retgu of Chandra- 
gnptu II (c* A. D. 400)- Both these objoats were first de|i 03 ited la 
tbe Lshorc MnseurUi but have* at tny request^ been rcturne I to ^fathiirn

discovery made here wastliat of a stAn Jiiiig Buddha iniiige (height 4' 
whicdi wa» fuund inside n well. JL boars an Jnscriplion which is dated in 
tlia Oupta year 230 (A* D, 549-50)^ and records that tlio imago was 
dedicaSed by iho Btiddhi^fc nwti Jaynbhatta to Iho YAfiEi-vibiira, 

From this it may be inferred that & Buddhist sfluctnary of this namo 
oiK^ stood OD the Kalrfi &ite, and waa ^Eill extant in ihe middle of tlie 
my^ih. oontury. Oil iLs ruina there roao in afterdays n Hindu temple 
deilieated to Viihi^u under the name of Bev, which ajjparently 

was seen by the tmvellers Tavernierj Bernier aud Mannccjjt but wae 
€hort]j ofEer destroyed by ordcrof Aurangaeb, who raised a mosque over 
it. Tho plan of the temple is still traceable^ Ttie ineenbed Buddha 
image was removed to AgrAj but is now preeerved in the Lucknow Pro* 
vineial Museum (no. B JO). 

In the same weU from whicb die Buddha image was extractedp w^ere 
found five otlier pieces of sculpture iueiuding a colossal arm and band 
and a statEielte of Buddha eeateii in medUation, vviEh an incomplete 
inscription iu Gupta diameters engraved ea its base. 

In lS60j when the fouodntions of the ColIectoT^'s Court-hoii^ were 
laid| a mound overhanging tho Agrs road 1| miles from the Holl Gate^ 
had partly to be cleared. Growse calls it the Jnmalpur mound from an 
adjoining bamlet of that namej whereas Ounningbam refers to it as Jail

Cuntiiiigfiaiis aieutlons tlio 
left kond of a statue measuring 1' across live palm (no. A, 23], tivo 
colossal standing Riiddlia statues, 7J' ia hoigkt, two seated ones of life 
size, end one Boinewlmt sinaUer lu size. Tlio most rcmarkablo piece of 
Bcnlpture which came to light here was, accordidg to CuiiDingkntd, a 
female figare, which from its attitude rominded him of the \enna of tlie 
Capitol. It oow properyed in the Lucknow Museum. 

Throe statues of lions (ht.3') Bimilar to those in the Mathura Museum 
(uos. O, L7j were also discovered on this oecixsiou. Eicccdinglj 
numerous were the railing pillnrs which eslihit three difiTerent 
4' 6", 3' and 3' 9' respectively in height, and cousequently Bocm to hu^e 
belonged to three difTcrcal railings. Among the sii specimens of the 
smallest type, two were found to te marked with llie numerals llS * and 
j20. Moreover a fragment of n croHs-bir (Sanskrit sno^i) turned up, 
which must have made part of the mediuiu-sixe miling, and n coping- 
stone, ornamented cn both faces with aeini-circiilar panels or niches 
containing figures and flowers, Amoug the Eculplurss discovered in 
the Jamnlpuf mound there wore several bearing inscriptions. Accord' 
ing to Grows®, three were dated in the raign of Kanishka and several iti 
that of Huvisbka. In this cotineollon i must aUo mentiou the dis¬ 
covery of thirty bases of column?, fifteen of them inscribed with 
iledicatory insoriptionfl, Growse mentions that the whole collection of 
sculptures discovered in the Jamal pur (or Jail) mound was removed 
to Agra and thence to Allahabad, The bulk ultimately found a resting 
place in the Lucknow Jltiseuti. An eiccplion, however, was made with 
the thirty pillar bases ; of thcae ten were sent to the Cnlcntta Museom, 
whilo the rest remained at Mnthuta and are oow in the local 
MuEOum. t

What became of tho twenty remaining pillar bases is not distinctly 
bteted. When in 1S31-2 Cunningham inspected the Malhurai ^[n8anIn, 
he found not twenty but thirty bases of Indo-acylhlan pillata. Twenty- 
teven of theaa wata lying outsiile tbo building, and ihia was still the case 
in April, 11K)5, when I had them pkced inside. Fourteen of Ibomare in* 
Fcribed. We must aseurao that in addition to the thirty speeimons dis^ 
covered in iSfSO several more had come to light in 1877-3, when the 
Jamalpur mound was levelled. But of this “excavation” no record U 

Cunninghamf mentions that a fow wore still “lying about "at Agra 
and Allalulbrid, Among the sculptures in the A11 ahaPnblio Library 
I found indoed two such bases, one of whioh bears an inscription. Those 
have now been rclurnetl to the AIntbura Mutenra. One more was dis¬ 
co veretl by my pboEogropher in a wall at the entrance of theTehaU build¬ 
ing. The Museum now contains thirty-four specimeog, one is in the Luck¬ 
now Museum and two wero recently discoveiieii by Hr. Marshall at the 
Tsy at Agra, where they had bacu used as supports of modern lamp-posts. 
It is intended to return ihoso nho te Mathura. 

The total number of these bases, including tbo Cplcutta ones, amounts, 
ibereforo, to forty-Eevoi), of wbioh at least thirty-one bear votive in¬ 
scriptions. Tbeifl opigmpbB are of exeeptienal interest, as one of them

Whoa in March and SoTember 1S71 CuuDingham revi^iteti MathuEu, 
he devoted Ljs attantion mainly to two other itnportant silos: the 
Kailikull Xihl and the Chaubam inoddds. The foTmer^ feilaatcd Imlf a 
mile to the south of the Katru^ has proved the most prolide of all the siteiS 
oround i^Iathara- The first dlacoverj of sculptures* had been made Bome 
years previously by men digging for bricks. StihaeqiicuHy the mound waa 
prtially treuched by Mr. Hardingeand two coloaaal standukg Ikidiha {?) 
imagea (ht. 7^ G*) came to light, wdiieb appuriully were eeut to Agra nnd 
thence to Albbiibad. (Cf. above p. 8). 

In the oouraa of bia excavations at the weatern end of the Kaft- 
kalL Xlla, Cunningham obtained many broken i^tutues of TirtharnknrnB, 
somcof which were! user j bed, as well as pillarts nnd cro^-bars of railings* 
Jleiapeaksako of brick walls and pavements, but anfortiiLately uc draw¬ 
ings of these atruclural fctnainis are now available* i'hey pro re, as 
Cunniugham remarks, that the Ka^kfill Tiiii was tho site of some Import¬ 
ant Jasna buUdiug whleb existed daring tbo rule of the ludo-Scytluaiis.

Tlie 
dialri bill ion of these pi liars over various Musoiims is almost as bad as 
the Indian praetico ofilivuliog a valuable mumiscript among thu heirs ol 
its deceased owner. 

Another iuii>ortant silo explorati by CuimiugliBni in lS7l is that 
of Chaiibariv or Chaiivuriit, coiisistiog of a group of aomo twelve 
luoUnde situated about a niilfl to the Houth-west of the Katra* lii 
1S63, when the iSonkh road was laid through ono of these mouuds 
(D), ft gold reliquary had come to light. Ft w«a ppci'euled to Mr. 
Growse and apparently remaiued in his possession. Cuuningham 
opened o not her of these mounds (.\)ftnd discovered in ils centre ft slcfttite 
relie cfisket, svhioh ia now in the Cnlcuttu ifiiscum. In mound B ho 
unearthed n PersepoHtan capital (ht. 2') farmed by four recumbent 
noimals with human faces, curved-down bores and wiugs.

It is the 
eo-celled Hacchaualiau group, one of the most renuirkablo eoulpturos 
in the MnthurA aiiiseum (no. G, 2). It may be compared with Colonel 
Stacy^'s “Silenua*' in the Calcutta Museum, but as the latter is etnaller 
in size (bt. S''S"), tliere is no reawu to naaume tliat the two aculptures are 
counterparts nod belonged to the some moaumont. (Cf. pi XI If). 

In tlie same mound Qrowse discovered ia eif** ‘‘three boll-sliapatl 
bases of large columns at 13 feet distance from one another, at the tliree 
Corners of a square.This would seem to indicato that tlic Pali-kliSrii 
mound marks tlie sito of a temple. In the space between the pillar- 
bnses were found “Eome small figures of baked clay, glassed, of a bluish 

colour, eiinilar in character to the toys still eold nt Hindu fairs f aUo a 
few small fragments of carvetl stono and eoms corroded piecoi of raetfil 
bangles.” Those objecta do not aoam to have been prflfiorved. The 
pillar-ljases are etili ou the s^jot wliere Growso discovered tliem. 

In addition to the autiquitioa obtained in the course of his eiplora- 
tions, Mr. Growso rescued for tbs Museum sotno aciilptures and inscrip¬ 
tions, wbiob had becu found acoidentally and wore being misused. 

The Iwse of a large-seated statue (no. B, 29 of the MathuriT Musoum), 
bearing an inscription dated iu the year 60 and in Huvishka’s reign, 
he fonnd set up by a subordinate in the Public Works dopartmont to 
protect a culvert on the bigh road through cantonments. Aq inscribed 
pillar base (no. P, 22) had beoa plailerod and whitowashod and embedde<l 
Id one of the side pillars of the Te^stl Gateway.*

IIL—The Monuments of Ancient MatburS* 

When about AJ). 400 the Ch'ncse pilgrim Fa-hico traveUed tbrongb 
tbe country of Mathuru„ be counted no les^s tbnti twenty Bnddhisb mona^- 
(eriee which stood on both banks of the Jnrana and contained some three 
thousand monks. Hitien Tsiang^who visited Mathum in tbe first hnlf of 
tike 7tb century, found tbe ^me uumber of monaaterieei but estimates 
that of tbe residing priests at only two llioii^aiid* Ho mentiousi besidesi 
five Bralitnanical or Deva temples^ Whan the Cliineee pilgrims speak of 
monasteries, the word is not to be takea in tbe sense of a singla dwelling- 
bouse for mooks or nnas* It means a tuoua&lic establishnieat, confuting 
of a group of sacred bnildinp laoludiug eonventsi temples and 

The scattered aud miUilated remannts of those Buddbist sanctufiriesj 
00 w preserved iu tbe Matbara Mnsenci, still ooavoy some faint idea of 
tho'ir fnrener splendour. They cali to our itnagination monumoots of im- 
poftiog dimCbsions, covered with ornamental carvings, and posseaiipg 
nitmercius statuos, some of gignotic sisCp It is less easy to form a more 
ox^ct idea of the appearance of those baildiog^^ of Lbo plans on which 
they were designed and of their nrehikctural features. The broken bas- 
reliefs and headless imaged leave no doubt that they met with a violeut 
eod at the liands of aoroe coemy of the Buddhist faith. Who this enemy 
wnSp it is difficaU to decide. The destruction of these biiildiop probably 
bapponed many centuries before tbo Mubammadans made their appear- 
iince m India. For tbo iMedt Buddhist luscrlpticiis hitherto found al 
Matliiirf belong to the Gupta period. Tbe re would, therefore, be 
rcaspn to asiumo that the Hiina arc raspousiblc for the ruin of the Bnddbist 
monumenta of Mathura* We know fromHiuen Tsiang that their king 
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Gul or Miliiriigiik (c. A. I). ITo) wiis a Llltcr enemy of tlio 
Suddliist^, on I ' i^ued an ediot todoUroy nit llie prle^la tlirontrh, the five 
Indies, to overthrow tliu Inw of fiuddha, and leave notlimg temaiiuiig.'' 
This assumption, however, eoemii iocompotihlo with tEie existence of 
twenty monnsteriesar.d theflonrishing state of B idJhi^ru nt Mathura at 
the time of the pilgrim’s visit. 

However, it is eertaio that at the time when tho remnants of tlic^e 
monasteries were eseavatoil, hardly noy walls were toniid standing, bo 
that Grows® even doubted whether on the site of the Kafiknli Tlhi there 
iBid ever esistad a building at all am] whether jicrhap^ ilm mas? of 
images found on the sp<Jt had l^cn colleit&l from Bomewhere else.* It is, 
however, not very dfffienlt to nccoimt for the complete disappearaaej 
of fllructoral remains. The walls were hiiiJfc of hricks.and thesa have 
been gradually dug tip and used as materials for later bniitiing., Tbij h 
Ibe common fate of ancient monumciits wliich, like tliose of MalhiirS, 
are Gjtuated in the neighbourhood of a large town. T must, liowever, add 
tliat Dr. Irnbrcr, in the course of hia subsequent excavations, did fiml 
dislinct remains of buildings. It can har-lly be doubled that, ifciplora- 
tioua at the various ancient sites round the city hnd been carried on 
more si sternal ieal I y, and if llio resnlts hid bouu published in detailed 
and illustrated accounts, our knowledge of tiie srohiloiturQ of aucient 
Klathurii would have been much greater than it is now- 

jks it is, we have largjly to depqn I ou the evideoc® of t!ii soiilptnr.}!

The procession-path tliua forojed round the sfupot 
was approached through four gateways (toninx)^ facing the four cardl- 
nni points and adoruecl with profuse carvings, llaiUngi and gateways 
o£ tho same type cilsted rouud the stSpai of ancient Mutimm, On a 
BO-called tablet of homage (^iyog tpi^i)* wliieh was reoovored near the 
Holi Gate (no, Q, 2 ; pi V.), we find the complete repr^ntalion of a atSpx 
with the staircase lending up to the terraeo which is surrounded by a 
railing. At the top of the flight of steps we notice the gateway with its tliree 
architraves, similar in eh ape to those of Barahut and Sanohi. This alotis 
would suffice to show* that the gateways of the Mathura stSpas wore 
derived from such olJ-Indiau examples. I must remark bore liiat the 
tablet of homage just mentioned is not Bnddhbt but Jain, as appears 
from its inscription. But this is immaterial foe our prosaut purpose.

There isj to my mind, Hi tie doiibtr that iho Mathura pillar figures^ 
which nro dcrivod from old-Indian e^nmpleei have the same meaning and 
reproient fairies or nymphs (FafoM), which were supposed to gtiard ihe 
^red nionumeut round which they were aimyed* The hisclvioiis atti*

The female figures just dsacribedj, are by far the moat coiniuon oq the 
ruiling'pniara of MalLuru.

Wo have noticed that one of the Bhiitesar pillars (no. J, 4) ecutains 
tlirce scenes of the ViiMantarCir’j&takaf la whioli the future Buddha in 
hisosisteucc as prince Vi it van tarn i>cr forms the exlraerdinary act of giving 
away his own children in charity. 

The other Bhutesar railing-pi liar in the Museum (no. J, fi) contains 
three scenes which seem (o refer to the/tljiajta in which the Bodhiaattva 
gave hisowu body te feed a hungry tigress. Oa a fragment of arailiug- 
pillur of imknown origin (no. J, S6) we find the conoluding scene of the

Tb© iinmcs of only a very fow of tbo ancient mouutueuts of MatbutiT 
have been preserved in ioscriptioiis. We have already noticed that on the 
site of the ilagistrate^scourt-bouse, there oace etood a Buddhist Convent 
founded by the ludo-Scytbian king Huvlshka and ovidenily named af^or 
him* The aciilptural remains found on the spot still attest iLs roy nl magrd^ 
fiecnoe. It h curiouB that side by side with tEiis aaoctuAry there esisted 
once a Ehrine dediooted to the Kiiga king Dadhikari^a. Auolbei: impor¬ 
tant Buddhist cfitablislituent occupied the site of Aurangi:eb‘fl mo^uo. It 
must have ccmprised sevcrnl odificeB including a fane of the name of 
Xbfifi-vihara and a siupa xestored by a king VssEUBbka. The mounds on 
the bank of the Jamnfi to the south cf the modern eity^ ^eem to nuirk tbo 
spot of a third group of Buddhie^t buibtipgSj Which existed in the days of 
the SatropSj and coinpriBed a Binotuary of tbo name of Gubil-vihilxa and a 
founded by the Chief Queen of tbo Great Satrap KfijoU.-f 
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Tfifl Chaubudl moiiDtls nro tindoubtotny the remaantj of Buddhist 
atSpas and tliua rcpreaeat a fourth group- Aa iasorlptlou found Lh^io 
raeutioaa n locality Mfidhurnvaaaka.* 

Tiift Jflin oomniuiiity of anciont Mitlmr’i bad its unia sanctuary on 
tliB silo of tliQ Kantulr Til:!. In the Jays of tlia ICiudia^^a lulors thero 
oxisted liero a moiiuiueiit called iu an luacriptioa " the Vodvni Stup^i, 
built by the gods." Jroni tbia we may infei: that oven at that time iia 
origip was lost in obscurity. From other itissriptions we know that tha 

great Jsiu establishment of tlio Kmikali Tilit oxieteJ till the time of the 
Muhammadan couqii^b ’rlien all BuiHLlat moimmonts of ilathnra bad 
long since fallen into ruins. 

Tlius we can still Imat;tue tbo nneient city of Jlatlmraj as it revealed 
itself to the wonderiug ejfia of the pilgrims, with the glittering domes of 
its alijme —enclosed by elaborata railings and Burcaounted by rows of 
parasols, with the daisrling splendour of its temples, in whieli gigantic 
BuddhasBilenlly received the homage of the faithful, and with ita mas¬ 
sive cQuventB thronged by hundreds of yellow-robed monks. 

IV.—The Mathura School of Sculpture.f 

The vast amount ofsculptural remaina cJijcovered otMatiinra would 
siillioe to stioiv the importance of this place to the history of Indian art. 
One of the very few etatne$iii tho whole of India which eon bo asstgaad to 
the Maurya jjorioi! is the colossal image (no. C, 1; pi. SlI) which once 
stood at Park bam, a village 1-1 miles from MatJiurfi on the road to Agra. 
That it belongs to»o early a period is proved by its inacription wrilton in the 
character of the AJoko edicts. The §aka satraps who ruled in Mutlmril 
ill the Ural century B. 0. were patrons of auddbisui and Buddhist art, as 
nppc-'iTB from the XharoshthI iuscripiions oa the lioa-eapital. The great 
flourishing period of the Mutlmrii scbool o^ aonlptura ooincides vritli the 
reign of the great rndo-Scythian ruleraKaiiishka, Huvislikaand Vaandeva, 
Tile bulk of tho iascriptions found ou or in eonneotiou with Mathurri 
Boulptnrca arc written iu Btahml eliaractor of tiio KusLana type, and 
toveml of them are dated in the reign of one of chose thrao kings. ^Yo 
have seen that ilia Buddhist monasbery whioh ouee stood on the sits of tiis 
Colloetor's court^hoiiso was founded by Hnvishka hi msol f in the 47th 
year of KaniBltka*s em . Buddhist tradition ploturcs iiS l^aaishkn the 
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Kiisha^a a9 tho greaiesit patraa of the gacned law, ne^t to A^oka. On 
80010 of Lia gold oaitis wo God the jlgare of Buddha with the legend 
Boddo in Greek letters, This royal patronage explains the GoLiiishing 
state of Buddhist art iiudcr his own and his eiiooeiflors’ rule. 

That tha Mathurfi esliool still exUted in the Gnpta period is attested 
by several Buddha imagci with votive inscriptions iu the Gupta oharac- 
tor. Ono of them is the heantiful Buditha statue, no. A, 5, of the Mathora 
Maseom (pi IX). As appears from theoharsoter of the iujoription, it be¬ 
longs to the 5th century of our ora. The Museum also contains the pedestal 
of a Buddha image (no. A,4S) wlileli has an inscriptba dated in tho year 
135 of the Gupta era, oorresponding to A. D, 454-5. Doth these inscrip- 
lions were excavated from the Janardpur mound, which once occupied the 
site of the Collector’s court. There is, therefore, reason to a^suina that they 
belonged to tho meuastery founded by Huvisbko. Another inscribed 
Buddha image, dated ia the year 230 of the Gupta era or A. D. 549-50, 
was disoovered in 18G2 inside a well at the Katra. These end similar 
images prove the existenea of the school in the days of Gupta rule. But 
its production during this period is email as compared with that of 
Xushatta times. Aftct A. G. GOO the great activity of the Itlathiiru 
Bculptors oppareiitly ceased. Only a few inscriptions of a later date are 
found, and these all occur on Jainn imagee {Of, ncs, B, 22-24 of the 
Mathura Museum.) 

There is plenty of evidence that the Mathura school greatly influenced 
Buddhist art throughout the period of its existence. "Everywhere 
in tho North-West," Cuonbgham remarks, "I find that the eld Bud¬ 
dhist atatuc.-i are made of the Sikri sandstone, from which it would 
appear that Matlitirl must have been the great maaufqetory for the 
supply of Buddlii-t sculptures in Xorlhem India." TJiis observation 
is fully confirmed by epigraphical records, Tiie colossal Bodhisattva 
statue oroclcil at Benares in the third year of Kpnishkn’s reign and the 
nearly contemporaneous Snivastl image are nob only carved in the 
spotted rod sand stone of the Mntliiiri sculpt urea, but bath were the gi/t 
of tho Buddhist friar Bala who, iu ell probability, was a lesident of 
Mathura, as bis name occurs also on an image found near that place.* 

A tliird colossal Bodhisattva, dJacovered on the site of the Jetavana 
(SnlvastT), bears an inscription which mentions Mathuri, evidently na the 
place of residence of the maker- 
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Cunmnghani* remarks ilint the earliest Endi^ha linage fondd ab 
tlodh-Gnyii la maiie of a gaadstooe losoaibUng that of MatbiirH* lla 
style 13 that of the Mnthiidi school. 

The famous Kirvana statue of Kasia (Gorakhpur district), which may 
bo assigned to flio fifth century, appears also to have been the wort of a 
MatSuiru sculptor Oitma by name, Ife is oicutionsd as the makBr of an 
inscribed Buddha statuette wbicb I discovotod in I be winter of lOOEbT 
ia the course of my Kasii eicavations. This discovery led me to restore 
bis nemo also iu tbe iuscription on the Sirvay.i in.ioge.t 

A point of B|>ccinl interest, which from the beginniug waa noted by 
Etudenta of Mathura syiilpEures, is the Greek or rather nellenistic 
iufliicnce which several of them betray. The first piece discovered at 
Mntlmra—the so-calkdSileuus” in the Calcutta Musonm—was, at once, 
dosoribed as "a relic of Grecian sculpture” and attributed to “an ablo 
artist who could net possibly have been a ualive of Gindusinti." Prinsep 
apeaks of it as a piece of sculpture bearing reference to Greek mythology, 
if not boasting as iiaequivocally of the beauty and perfeotion of Greobn 
sculpt are.'’t It was, however, apparent that, tbougb the Eciilpturo io 
question was classical in eharactor, it did not reach oveo the lowest 
standard of Greek or Hellenistic art. Per this reason Growao rejected 
Cuaniaghaui *9 theory of the csistence of a small body of Bactrian sculp¬ 
tors who found employmsnt atnotig the wealthy Buddhists at Matanra, 
ss id later days Huropeans were employed under the M ugbal emperors, 

Iu this connectioQ it is of interest to eousider the rclntiunship 
belweeu the Mathura sculptures and those of the Posfciwar district (the 
ancient Gaodhfira) whioh likewise hatray classical iufluenee, Oq this 
point two widely different theories have been advanced. Mr. V.A, 
Smiths espresso I the opiuioii that he Mathura sculptures have very 
little in Qommon with those of Gaudhara aa I Beom to be tbe work of a 
difTci'Cnt BCbool.'* For thie school lie props® tbe term Indo*ndleiiu3 to 
diatiuguieb it from tba Romauo-Budiliist school ofGaudhara to which be 
assigns a Ifltfir date. 

The opposite view is that propounded by M. Fouolior||, who mnka 
first among tbe studodta of Ruddhiat sculpture. Acoordiug to him, the 
Mathurii school, far from being a direct and c^r1i« eKprcaaiou of Greek 
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influence, teaewad its claasioal laspiratiou iDdiroot through GflnJIuira, 
The intlueDca of the GrflJoo-BuddLkt echool od all later BuddList art hns 
ao clanfly becu Eho^va Jii M, Poucber’d elamlard-waik thut no doubt can 
txo^ eubaist on thU point. Muthunl, owitig to its geographical poBiiion 
and—I may add—to iie political importaoco duriRg the Kush a aa epochs was 
tbe 6r5t to feel tiiat lalliteace. This aspluiu^ the mixed ohantclor of the 
Maihuni sohool Ja whioh wo ftud, oo the one tinnJ, n direot ooiitijjuatiod 
of tbo old-lLdittii art of BaiiiUat aad ft'iacbi aiul, Od the other iieud, the 
classical idilueaoe derived from GaLdhara. 

The most importadt point in which the Mathura aohool diilers from 
the old-Indinn etshool is the Buddha image. During the Maarya period 
toprescntatioiia of Buddha, either as dotaohod statues or m has-raliefa, are 
wholly unknown. In scaiies doalicg with episodes of his life, his preseace 
IS mdioflted by some sacred symbol. At Mathura, ou tho contrary, 
linages of lliiddita are exceedingly numerous, and wo find him figured both 
10 ilJnstrativo and deeorative bas-reliefs. This iunovatjon is, oo doubt 
due to iuJluenee from tbe North-West; for all evidenoo points to the 
fact that the Buddha image is a creation of the Heneeistio sculptors of 
Gandbara. This point I wish to discuss more fully iu the aoxt chapter. 

» possesses a untnber of soulptures with scenes of 

Buddhas life. Hare Gaudhara iufluence is evident not only from the 
oocurreuoo of the Buddha figure, but also from the treatment of such 
scenes. Iho episodes of Buddha's life arc far less numerous and varied 
than m Ormso-Buddhist sculpture. Most frequent are the four main 
events of his existence; bis birtb, enlightenment, first sermon and death 
These we find on the slab of the llaj Ghiit (no. H, 1; p]. Via) and on the 
cinpadrum of the Dhruv Tila (no, N, 2). Tho birth scone we find com¬ 
bined with tbat of the first bath in which the new-born Buddha (or Ijatter 
Bedhwattva) is being worshipped by the two Kaga kings, NatitJa and 
Up.inatida, who are shown emerging half-way fmm mascory welU. Tlda 
treatment seems to be peculiar to the Afatimn'i school. It is true that on 
Bfirnath senipturee also the first bath is umally shown logciher with Ihe 
birth, Bnt tberc we see tho two Kagas standing in the air and pouriu- 
water over the bead of the lioly infant. ^ » 

Besides the four main events of Buddha's life, tliero are four epL^edes 
of secondary importance which form a favourite subject of Indian art 
These ai ei-lhe descent from the Heaven of the thirty.three gods, the suL- 
jugating of the elephant Nftlagiri, the offering of honey by the monkey, and 
the iiufaclo of Sravasti. On tlie tiupa drum of Dhruv 'j’iiu we find, Lc-

fhos^ four miW Gpi?od^s* It VFOnld seem that at iho linie wlien tlio

There 
ore certain detaib in the latter scuIpLnre whkli leave no doubt that it is 
flu imitation of Grseco-Buddbist wort, Tlie jicaeock over the Buddha 
figure nnd tbo two wild animals In tlieir eavea are espeekllT rcinarkaNblo. 
On I he other ImuJ it fhould be noticed that tiie Mutlium eohoel has 
ititradueed a new element in this bco tie*—*Xtidra *3 olepliaut Akavafa, whidi 
ia also found on the replica in the Calcutta Mii^ounii This points again 
to the iruly Indian character of tlte Mithura sohcol A coniparisDn of 
the bas-reliefs in the Mathurri Mugaum and the exqukiti bas-relief of 
Ijoriyan Taogai (SwatJ in the Calcutta collection w ill, not with standing 
the points of similarity, serve to emphasise the wide gulf between the 
Gandhfira and Mathuru erlioola, as regards artistic nterih In Gandhara 
ihe classical inflEieiice is still obvious in the harmonious nrrjiugement of 
the hgurca and in the variety of their attitude and espreasion^ At Jla- 
thum the figures are reduced to a few fixed lypcfl, and the bas-rclick rc“ 
presenting scenes of Bnddha^s life, bear didinct cvidencp of being only 
chimsy iniilntiont> of their GandhfiraB prototypes. 

These points are also evident in tJie decorative clemenEs wlucli Ma- 
tlinru borroiived from Gandhiira. Hero I wish first of all to draw* attention 
to the friezes with garland-cBirying figures of whidi the possesses 

several speeimens (hob. 1 , 2-6)* Thc^c figures are qltimately derived from 
tho garlaud-cniTy ing Cupids which arc found on the sarcophagi of Hel^ 
lenistic and Homan art.

figures. But here the latter have become Dying Devna of a thoroughly 
Indian type^ aud at tlio end of ej,eh group there is a yawning arccodibi 
which has replaced the cluosical Triton. The apaudrils are occupied by 
conventionaliseJ Garuds^. Here again we notice bow the ^lacburfL school, 
in copyingOaudEnlra examples, hai replaced many qlai^ical ekuieiits by 
typicai Indian motives. With the baa-rclicf in question may als^obe ooui- 
parcil the remarkable sculpture excavated by Dr- Fuhror from the Kafl- 
Jciili '!nL\ and discussed by Professor Bnbler.* It evidently sorved tho 
same purposoj but \$ mnoh mote elaborately carved* 

It IS cigar that iu tlio iustaoco just quoted, there is no question oi 
direct Greek or ev^ea Hellenistic in fine nee. The sculpture ts thoroughly

Tbojo few gotjlphireii which have Uitherto 
w?eived fc'o Dincb otlcnlion do not jnsiify ivs In asBiimJag n diroit Greek 
or Kclleiii^tio iiillncnce or evcji tie o^istopije of a bu.ly of OAotrian 
Gcnlplorri in nnsieut MaElnirri, C.iniiitigtiiiii sqggeHto L It U not impos¬ 
sible iho rpBP who fa^hieiicl tboio so-csallcil Greciau EScnlptUTO 
had ialieritied their skill from Greek or B^olriau nneeMor. Jlnt 

that they wore European Greek^^ dr^body will aasert who kas ones set his 
eyes on a Greek scnlptqrp. 

A study of ^Tnthura aenlpiiire a whole only aoufir.na the fund- 
anicnlally Indian obamc^er of thk aohool whioh followed the kaditions 
set by the sculptors of Bariihat nod Siochi* At the time it rerolvcci 
ilfl inspiration partly ffonj Ihe JfoiEh-Woi^, bat hero it! activity resulted 
ill iliorouglily iodianisidg the creatiotiTi oE Gandbitrn. Not only the Blupa 
drum of Dhruv T^hlj the friezes of garland harrying figures^ but every 
BndJIia or Bodkisattvn imago wbicli Mcitliurn has produeed^ boar^ tasti- 
xMony to tins procesf. 

Apart from the style of the eculpturosi thero ta semo more tapgihle 
evidence of Gaudhnra lufluodce having been M work in ancient 
One sculpture Inis been found which Is not only iboroughly Gandhuriau la 
Hlyl&, but whioU 13 mnde of the bine so-iist univoi'^ally u?ed for GandhilTj 
eciilpturcit* It ia the female r^Utiie discovered by Bhagvnplnl Indraji in 
the St^plarebi mound and raoentiy rclisrised to Mathudl. Thera can bo 
po doubt that tbi 5 £eulpliire was made in Oandhilm and was brought from 
there Lo Mfltbur^. We may i>orbaps connect it with the i □scribed lion- 
capital, whieli apparently was found oa the some rite, and dates back to 
the time when Ifalliiira wos ruled by foreign ealraps. The close relation¬ 
ship belwecp these satraps and (hose of Tu3s:i!n mu&t have favoured the 
iatercoursa of artists from both places^ and wo may well assutna that the 
Gandimra figure just meiiLjoned was rent to Mathuru by order of the

the founder of the Buddliist religion^ It idi a t^aisskrib word meaning 
awakenedor etilighteaeJ. Oth^r titles of Gautama Biuldlia aro 

aud ^Mhe tiage or the Lion of the £akya 

race, ” The ^akyos were a ir!an wlio wore settled ia the Nepal Tarai, 
and Buddba*a father was a Sakya eUicRaiUi StnldhOitanii by Jiame^ whoso 
capiial was Kzipilavaatu* U is mliitcd that his queen Mayji gave birth to 
the future Buddha in the Luiubini garden not far Ironi Suddhodaiirt^a 
capituL The site of Buddha^s Nativity is ojiirkei by ao Aaoka pillar 
which was discovered hy Dr. Fhkrer iu 1396 ueirtbo village of Bum- 
mindei in Nepal territory at a dhtanco of 5 mites from the BritkEi 
border^ It cati Lest be reached from Dulhfi In the Ba^tl distrioC.

In any CMC, tlie Biiddlin typo found in aculplnre, ia purdy conveia- 
liona). It i?> hoirever, parlly based on the Buddbiat loxia in attributing 
to IJiiddho, the tbirly-two bwlily marks peculiar to agreatman jSiingkrit 
mahn-purutha). To ibesa belong tho protnlierauce of tbe sknll (Sanfkrib 
li-iAitlskrt)-apparently a kind of bump of inteUigeuce^on tbe top of ibe 
head, and tho oifouhr mark bst^Tcon tho eye-brows (Sanskrit ir-pd) 
wbicb, nt ljr=t sight, one might take for a flfciJ or aocl-mark. The trcnt- 
ment of tho liair^arrangsd in schematic little curls luniel to the right ^ is 
also In nccordanco with the characterlstica of ibo niOi/t(I-pttruak'.i, thoiigU 
it would have hoed more natural to represent Buddha with a sbaven haul 
like a Buddhbt monk. There are indeed Buddha iruagua of the Kushai:in 
period in whleh this is the ea«o (nos. A, 1 and 4; pi. Vll & XV a), 
hilt from the Gupta period onwards wo most only with the cuTly-hoadod 
Buddha, Among ibe peculiar marks cf the Buddha, ate also to be reckoned 
tlie symbols of the wheel (.Sanskrit cftalii'.i} and of tho three jewels 
fSaiiakrlt (.riml'iidj visible in the palms and on the solos of the feet. 

The dress of the Buddlm ie that of a Buddhist monk*. It eonsista of 
throe pieces (Sanskrit fricMua™) ; first, the lower garment ('anhiraBii- 
flaJtaJ, something like ft petticoat. hang in g low down nnd hound to the loins 
with a girdle; second, the iippeTg.irmenlftiiiarrtraftj^;, which mvers tho 
breast and shmilders and rewliaa below the knees; and third, the cloak 
worn over the twonnder-garmnnU. On the images, the long 
fgUal ckak is nntiindly most prominent; but the lowergnrmcotis also 
shown over the lower ijorlien of the legs, and in iraages of tho Gujila 
period, tho girdle is mostly skilfully indicaleil under ihe folds of the 
iiAg/icKi (cf. 1103 . A, 3 mid 0-lOj. The treatment of the drapery is of 
particular inlcrost, as it was eviJeutJy derlvi^i from classics! art through 
Gaudiiara. The indication of the drapery is indeed foreign to Jndiau art. 
Though very comnioII in the tillddliii images oi Gondliura and Jlathuru, 
iHs seldom found on those of the Gupta period and of tho Middle Agis. 
In Mathurii art the treattnent of the robe is much more eebetnatio than in 
Gaud harp, wiiich roieivod its Ilellanistiu influence more dirertly. 

Another feature wliicli the Buddlm figure lifts borrowed from tho 
^Vcst ia the uimbiis. It does iint, however, appear in classical art until

A fine 
epcciuica of such an ornamental nimbus will he notriced on the sInnJiog 
Buddha image (no* Aj o; pi- IX) which on tkoat^engtb of iia inscription 
may be assigiiOii to the time of eIio tniptas^J Oti a torio (no* A, 13), 
apparently of tho same period, we fiud remnants of a halo, enveloping not 
only the hoad, but the ivliole Sgure» 

BuJdlift ituagoa arc in variably esccutoJ in certain conventional 
attitudes (SiioskrJt mtestm, lilerally “a eealj mark or s<amp ”) of 
symbolical meaning. In Matburii seiilptiire those atEituJe^ are pinctienlly 
limited to two. The sianding slatuos are invariably shown witli the 
right hand railed tow'ards the shoulder, the o|ien palm turnol outward. 
This is kuowu as that of imp,irting projection (SunskTit abhaya- 

mudrd}. Several of ihe senteri ouea have the samo Rbtiiude. It will 
be remarked that in tho statues of the Gupta pcrEocI (no. A, 5} this 
nttitudo h mucih more graceful and easy I ban in I ho so of the earlier 
Kuishaoa epoch {no. A, 4). Iu the latter it shntild bo noticed that the 
stoDo between tho raised hand and the sboiihier h not cut auay, but 
carved in a decoratEve fashion ao ag to assmue the appenrunce of a cnsliiou^ 
111 the Images of the Gup^a tioio wo find the baud regularly free from 
(bo thoulder. Evidotitly ihe sculptors of India had Elien bceomo 
familiar with tho eiecutlon of dotachod staliie?. Another point of differ- 
cnee, which may here be iiotoil, ig ihat the Ktislia\ia imagos are usimlly 
carved in the round, whik tlia la^cr ones are always curved in relief 
projecting from a lack-sinb.

As early as llio lime o! A^oki, there existel among Buddhists the be¬ 
lief ibat previous to Gaut lima, tbera bad boon a mimbir of other Buddhas, 
who, like hini,!iad preanhel the law to aii'fl mankind from siifFering. Both 
the noTlbaru and soulheni texts mention aix pralosossors of Gmitaml, 
and ftt Sigltva in the yepat Tarai an Asoka pillar bae been foond whioh 
was erected at tho ropuied birth-plojo of one of thsie previiiuj Bnldhas. 
At the same time, it was bfihevel that after Gmitarnn Btid iha Ihero was 
to be another Biiddiia of the namo of Maitroya. This fiituro Saviga r ba- 
Camo very soon an important figure in Bn Idhist ivorship. 

In later Buddhist ieonography, the various Bud lhai are all similar 
in nppcarflDCO. They are only distinguished by thoir geslura fflttt'ftvij 
and by n peonlbr cngnir.anco. But frout the nbora remark it will be 
clear that nO' sao'l dUtiuclion axisJa i at Alatburn, so that it is impiadblei 
to tell whether a cerlain imago represents Ga ttima or sorao other 
Buddha. 

With the future Buddlia Maitreyr», however, the case stands difTorent, 
ITc U still a Bodhhattva and is there fere roprescoteJ not in monk’s 
dress but ia royal aitiro, We know that Gautama was a prineo before 
bo looiimo n Buddba; it Is, thoraforo. Only natural tbit the ftituro 
Buddbrt Mnitrcya shoull bo lepresentod under the eatiie U'-peot. He ia, 
moi-eover, usually distlrgiilsbed by an attribute^a small veasel in Jiia left

noth ihe xVortlicru and Southern Bud din sts, reeoguizo Maltreyn the 
future Buddha, but it is a diitinguidiing feature of the X^ortbern ecHooI 
that it has adopted a plurality of oeUstial BoLlliiRatfvas, among wliom 
Avalokilc^vaifl bikes a prominent pkco. In mwiiaeval Buddhist sculp¬ 
ture Gautama Biiddha la uaujdly attended by Maitreya and Avalokite- 
6vara, and numerous images of liicio and otljer Bodhisa'tvas fotiiid at 
Bmlli Gaya, Siirniitti nod other important Buddhist sites ahow the great 
popularity of these djvjnlttes in medUeTal Buddhism, 

'J'he Mathuru soulptures. Ivoivover, point to the fact that during the 
Kushaija perioil this Bodtiiaattva cult waa not yet developed. The 
statuettes, no. A, 43 arid 6S of the ^futhurii ^fiisenm ire the only figures 
^iiidi can bo tdenlilied with Maltreya. I do not know of any ropreseat- 
stioti of Avfllokite^vnTa, not to ajieak of other less popular Bodliisattvas. 
Even those well-known groups of a seatod Bitddha between two standing 
Bodhisattvas, ao common iu later Buddhist art, do not aaem to 
occur at Srathurii. This is the more remarkable, as such triads were 
already known in Gandhara. 

In a previous ohaplor I have mcotioned the two eolossal statues of 
SHTJjrithflmlSoliiilh-Malu'th, which were ereoted at those places by Bala, a 
Buddhist friir from ^lathur.ii Fa the iiiseriptions on tliesc linages 
they ars distinctly marked ae Bodhisaitvas, but their aspcol is totnily 
diffcPCnt from that of tho celestial Bodhisatlvas of la tor Buddhist nrt. 
They wear a very plain dress, consist iiig of a kind of petticoat and a lidn 
upper garment thrown over the left shoulder, and have neither diadein 
nor ornameatP. They have iinleed the appeafnnee of Buddha figures 
without & monk's robe. 

The fact that these two colossal statues were set up at places 
intimately connected with the legend of Gautama Buddha “on the 
Promcnailfl of tho Lord" fSknijamto Chuitkrame}, as the in-eriplions 
say, makes it highly probable Mint they were meotil for the historical 
Bodhisattva Gautama before ho attained Biidillia-hood. The Sfirofilk 
imago htbS a stnall lion figure between Us feet, and wa may .asatime 
that this refers toliia appellatiou “the lion among the 

Siikyas,*’ I mny note that stnnding Bo^lliisattva images of the Ku^hapa

The G.niap'i image waj suppjMd by Dr. fi'uhrer to represent the 
Tirlimdikara Vai'diiatnrina, but Mr. V, A. Bailtb rightly poiula out that 
there is no fooadation for this ideatiScation. I have little doubt that 
this figure also is a llodhisittva image, though I do not venture to suggest 
iho name of any parfciculnr Bodhlsattv.s. Possibly another statU'jt at

Wo are tkua led 
to the conclusion ibat^ iu bealei tmagei at loasb the Matliurl sculptors ef

Tbe Miiseum possc;^e5 a statuetto (no. 2L;plp XVI)^ which was 
obtained fiorq the Si^nhl Gbafl and bcloug.-j to a somewbat lut’^r period.^

The Bodbisattva type in eeoular attire is also Teprcsentod by a seated 
statuette (no. A, 45; ph 3t)j the head and right arm of which nreunfofto- 
natclv broken^ It is represento 1 in the attitude of meditation (dkyil- 
as indicated by the position of the haad:i resting in the kp. 
The solos of the feet aro marked wiMi the eymboU found in Buddha 
figures, white a circular halo with scalloped border is still troecabloi 
The dress is similar to that of standing Bodhifattra figures^ particularly 
to that of the Ga^e^ra statue. Wo notioe the cord-like girdle 
the tusseled endd of which nro di^playod on tho top of the pelci^tal, 
Especially mtempting are the ornaments—tbe tlat torque^ the heavy neck¬ 
lace with a clasp of mubjtra heads, the string of auiuleit-holderj panging 
imder the right arm, aud the bracelets with pldquos bearing n figure of 
Vish^iu (?) astride on a Garuda- 

I now wish to offer a few remarks regarding images of Jinas or 
Tlrthamkaras^ the patriorclis—twenty-four in number—of the Jainns. As 
stated abovcj the gi^eat Jalna site of llatburri is the Kai\kali Tila, whore 
Dr. Fiihrer escavated a largo number of Tirthaihkara figures varying 
in ska and iu date. These have all been deposited iu the Lucknow 
Museum* Tho Mathura coliectioQ contains more than eighty piecoa 
(Section B)| but they are mostly broken or defaced. 

The Tirthamkara imago is in all probability a purely Indism 
arcation i at least it does not bear any mark of classical infliicaco and vto 
find such figures on tablets of homage wbicb^ from their inscriptions! 
Appear to belong to atimo anterior to Xusbat^a rule*. The most strik¬ 
ing fealnie of tho Tirthaihknra figure h its nudity, by wbieb it can easily 
be distiaguished from Buddha aud Bodhii^ttva images. This remarkj 
however, is only true with regard to images of the Digambara or ^^Sky- 
dad sect, whereas the Svetambaras represent theirs as clothed and 
decorate them with erowua and oruaments. Those in the Math urn 
Museum belong all to the former class. TLo Jiuft has symbols not 
ouly on the palms and Boles, but also lu the ceutre of the breast. The 
hair usually arranged m ehorfc eurla in tho shape of spirals turned

Buddhasj the earlier Tlrthadikaras have neltLet not but 

tho^e of the later pnrb of the Middle-Ages have a dUtinot eicroseetice on 
the top of the head. 

The attitude of the sealed images is invariably that of meditation 
tho hands being placed lU tho lap- In artietio 
morit these Jaio images are far inferior lo those of the Buddhists; 
their ootivontiotiiligiD and uniformity will appall even the most 
enthusiasLic admii'or of Itidiaa art. This does not imply that in tho 
course of time they have imdcrgone no change* 

A specimen of the earlier type is no. 4 ([il. XX}^ wliioh boars an 
inscription dated in the reign of tho Kushaoa king Vdsndova* The 
pedeBtabon which tho inscription h incised^ doBOrves gpeelal notice. 
Between tho two lioaS;^ Tvhioh^ as ububIj placed at both sides to 
indicate the throne or ^'lion-seat/'there is a bas-relief representing a 
wheel of the law and a number of worshippers arranged in two 
groups at both sides of it. Such dovotional scenes are comiuonly 
found on the pdeatala of TirLhaiiikara Ogures of tlio Ku-^ha^ia 
|>oriod. They occur also oa the bases of Budilhn images, aa appears from 
the inslaaco above quoted, iq which, however, the object of worship 
in tho centre 5s not a wheel, but a Bodhisattva. There ia aotne reason to 
assume that in both oases the Ogure^ of devotees carved on the 
pedestal ropreseut the actual doours of the eculpturc. 

A Tirthaihhara image of a somewhat later date is the ecated colossus 
no. B, 1, the provenance of which b uakuowa. It displays the same 
characteristics as the one of Vilsudeva^a reiga just described; but the 
elaborate nimbus leads mo to aitribnte it to tho Gupta period. 

The standing Jain images are, if ^lossiblo, oven mote devoid of grace 
and eiprassion thati the seated ones. The treatment of tho arms, 
stretched out along tho body* ia particularly stiff and inarliatrc. I must 
ruako special mention of the four-fold Jaina Sguros (the inacrjptious 
designate them as sctrtMi^o hficidfik^ image auspicious 

on overy side^% of which the Muffeum po^eesses several flpecimenB-* 
They consist of a block, square in section, on eaoh of the four faces

doivcL on the s^bonldora in Btmlgbt tookSj Avhereas tbo Temaiding two have 
tbe usual type witb curly bair and nitobtts. Tho figure with the 
euake-hood inuit repre^oot either Supnriva the Tth or Parlvaoltha 
tbe 23rd TirtbaihkarA* 

It ehould bo noticed that ip the earlier Jain seulptureB of the Kueba^ 
and GEipte periods there is nothiog to distioguisb the individual 
Tirthaihkarn^:, except the Euske*hoDd in ibo coao of Supur§vu and 
Parhvauatbii^ The name of the pontiff represented U, howoveTjSODiclimei 
recorded io tbe inscription iucUed on the base of tbe statue. 

In mediaeval sculpture there is usually a symbol or cogpisauco 
(Sflushrit ckihnaf carved on the pedestal} to show 

which Tirthsmkara tbe image reprCaentB-t Thus we find a bull 
as emblCEo of |tishabbuaaLlia or Adiafiitha the Gr^t Tlrdiamkara 
(no. 21). The Jain sciilpture^ of this period are often very ekberate, 
the main figure being surrounded by numerous atteadauts — cjkuuri bear¬ 
ers Btaudiug at his sidc^, kneel lug devotees and crouebiag gabiina 
(Yaksha) with the usual lions ou the pedestal and garlaDd-carrying 
celestials and elephant-riders op betli sides of the triple umbrella placed 
over hiB head. Very often we find tw euty-tliree m ip into re Tirthaih- 
karas| arranged along the sides and top of the back^lab, which together 
with the main figure complete the full number of Jain patriarchinl 

FiDally, a few words may bo said about the rcpro^cntetioos of the 
demi^godoj called Yakubas and XagaSj which forni tbs third section (C) of 
the Mathura collection. The Yakshas are oomparable with Ihe goblina 
of Western mythology, Tliey are misshapen dwarfs who guard the 
treasures of thenorthera piountaiDfl, and their king is Kubora, the god of 
wealth. They are ngnally malignant of disposition and sometimes even 
feeding od human fiesh^ but tho beniga infiuonce of the Buddha’s teach¬ 
ing makes th cm forego their cniel habits. la architeotnro ihey appear 
frequently ps Atlantesi for ipetaiioe od one of tbe tofanm oi Sunobi. A

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good specimen of ft Yakshp h the cfoiidiing figiiro (no. C, 3 ; pi XIV) of 
tho Museum collectiDD. We may perhaps assnioo lliat thecoIosBal Park* 
ham^Utno (no. Cj 1 ] pi. XII}al^o represents a Yafcihaj though it ia not 
deiigunted as ench in the iEisciiptioiii In tho famous EaqyhAnnliflu aculp- 
tore (no. Cj2; pL XlII), 1 recognise groups of YaksiiPH and Yakshia 
(female Ynkshag), t bo cor pule nti figuro seated on a Io^t rock (KaiErtaa?) 
being their king Kiibera. Tbi^ I infer from certain siatuettes (no^. 

4 and 5), apparently later in date but similar in eubjoetj in whioli the 
main figure holds r moneybag, the Lypicial attribute of the goJ of ivenltfL 
It is not impossibb that the Fautk-like figures sLauding under trees 
fnosn Gj 13 and J, 7 ; pL XXII a), cue of which eeoais to bold a hagp 
represent yakshas^ ibougb of a much more ptoiislng appearance than the 
deformed dwarfs figured elsowbore. Tne changeable moul of these 
mountain spirits b thus apparently ej:pre^sad in pbsLio arti also. 

The Yakshi:^ lived certainly in the imagination of anobot India as 
beings of beautyI. In the Mababharata'* we henr tho messenger of the 
wicked king ofSiudU address Dranpadij the spouse of the five PiiudavaSj. 
in the following terms ^ art thoq that, bending down tho bruuoh 

uf the kadamh^ tree, ohiuosb bueJy in the hermitage, sparkling Hko, at 
night, a flame of fire shaken by the breeze, oh well-browcd one! Esceod-^ 
iDgly art thou vested with beauty, yet nothing fearest ihov, hero in the 
foresb Art thou a goddess or a Ynksbl or a D.luavl or n oelcatial nymph 
or n fair Daitya damsel or a beautious maiden of tho Niiga king or a 
night-wandering (Efikshasl) woman waodcrlug in the wood?^' On 
tho gates of Barahat there are female figures which tbc iuBcriptioD!^ 
describe as Yaksbl^, and it is not unlikely that the lascivious nymphs 
standing on dwarfs whlcU dccotaie t!ie railing pillirs of Mithura are 
also meant for such semi-divine beauties^ It will bo noticed that their 
attitude is exactly that of Draupadi bending down a branch of tho 
kadaif^iba tree.^^ 

In this connection I may draw attontiDn to a railing pillar (no. J, 55) 
carved with a female figure leaning In a graceful attitude agnin^t tbe 
trunk of a flowering a{Qk% tree. It scorn? that tbe sculptor ha^ iiiteuded 
hero to illnstrala the poelicul coneeptiou, frequently referred to in old 
Indiaii lyries, of tbo luduced to burst into bloom by tbe touch 

of tbe left foot of a fair woman. It will be seen that an tho gcnlpture 
the figure slauds with her left foot placed against the trunk of the tree.

As I would willingly, my ftharmer’s feet. 

And with my fondness, would the other Eip, 

The grateful nectar of her honied lip,” 

It should be rememberod that ia Ibis parage there is r^aostioa of a 
Yaksbl, tliotigU in Sanskrit paetry in the play Makvika and Agni- 
mitra ” the ceremony of '* kicking the <tio54 ” is usually performed by 
mortal women. 

The Nugas play a not tesi conspicuous part io Indka lore than the 
Yaksltna. Ttic name Sriga is usually rendered by "Snake-god” or 
"Serpent-god,” But, though in eculpturc tliej ate almost invariably 
figured with n anake hood expanded over their head, they have iba 
chariLcter of watot^pirite both ia the ancient legende and in tbe popular 
worship of to-day-t They are believed to dwell in sprinp, lakes and 
tanka, arid have the power to yield ram. In this roapect they are bcuevo- 
loot deities. But, if roused to anger, they hurl dosvn rocka fro u the 
mountain lops and dc-Stroy fair citiea garlandeiI with grain. 

Nfiga images can easily be reaogaised from tlio canopy of five or 
seven enake heads, but it has already been noticed that the Tirthaihkaraa 
Supuriva and Pariva wear the eame emblem. The Museum possesses a 
life-uke statue (no, C, 13) which in an inscription incised on the back is 
denoted as a Naga. It wua erected during the reign of Huviahka and io 
the 40th year of Kanishka’a era. The Niiga is figured with bin right 
haui raised over the liead, as if about lu strike. The left hand, which ia 
broken, must have held a cup. This wo may infer from s oompariaon 
with another smaller Naga imago (no, C,15) which Mr. Gtowso erro¬ 
neously iJeniifiod as Balaruma, the elder brother of Krlijln^a. Mr. Gronse 
was led to thU identification by the oircumstaoee that such ancient Nugn 
figures a renow-a-daj 8 regularly worshipped as Duu-jl, the popular Rppella- 
tion of Balarfima. It is not a liWlo curious that modern images of this 
deity', such as the white marble etatuotto (no. D, §6) which was maniifao-

51) in 
black sandstone, rcproscnting a Bodhisattva, proaumably Sakyamqni. 
seated cross-legged witli Ids left hand resting on his knee and his right hand 
raised to the shoulder in the altitude of imjunting seeiiTity {Skr, riMnya- 
tKttdro), The hand is connected with iho back-slab by menng of a projec¬ 
tion carved with a decoratii a pattern. The figure » clad in a garment which 
leaves the right shoulder and brt-ast bare. The folds of the dmpery are 
indicated in a conventionid fashion on the left shoulder and ami and beneath 
the legs. The palm of the right hand k marked with the symbol of the 
wheel, and the soles of the feet with the W'hecI and three-jewel sjTnboIs. 
The toes arc each marked with a svasUhtt. The treatment ofthohaic 
deserves aiiccial notice. It is not carved in curls, but is only indicated by a 
line over ihj forehcod, so as to give the itnpiession that the head is shaven. 
The protuberance of the skutl (Skr. wsAnWw) has the shape of a snail- 
shell (Skr. ttaparda). The wrno is indicated betwesn the ej-ebrowa. It is 
curious that, though the image thus possesses the marks of a Buddha, It is 
desiguated in its inscription as a Bodhisattva. 

The head Is eneimled by a halo with scolloped bonier, around which 
the foliage of the Bodhi tree is shown. Tho circumstance of the foliage 
being that of the ptpal treo ( reliffiogn} renders it highly probable that 
the image represents indeed Siikyamuni before tho attainmont of Buddha- 
hood. To the right and the loft of the Bodhisnttva stands an attendant, 
wearing royal attirg and waving a fly-whisk in his right hand. 

Over these two attendants are two flying figurines, presumably Dovas, 
showering flowers over ihi Bwlhis«ttva. One of these figures, that to the 
proper left, ii slightly damaged. For the rest tho sculpture is in excellent 
proservation. Tho ped.-stnl is supported by throA seated lious j the one in 
the ccptro foriug, the other two, placed at tho sides, turned outward. On 
the three raised rims of the pedestal is a Prakrit ins 'riptton in three lines, 
measuring I5j^, lOj* and re5p?c lively. I road it *;

PalaecgmphicEil c^idedeo piints to the sculpture l>elengiug to the early 
Kushaect porioch It is with tha Buddha iioage of Anj’or (Xo. A 2) 
the oldest reiireseutatiou of ^fikjamuni of which the duto can approx i- 
rontcly be ExckI by an JnseiipiiQU^ and cuu^t l>o ono of the fiiiit Buddhbt 
images made id 31athura. On account of its artUtio merit and cxcelloDt 
piroserwaiiou atso this Eodhiaattva is ono of the meat reiiiarkable sculptures 
Ijresor^Lrd in the Museum. 

The statuette was pmehased for the ^luseum by Pandit Eadha Krishna 
from a Bmhmin whuia said to have fbnnd it in digging a well oa the Kafril 
hitep and who worshipped it as Vj^vatnitrap while assuming thnt tho four 
attending figtires topresenkd Ttfuna arid his thr^e brothers Lakshiua>;a, 
Bliarata and Satrughna (Plato VII), On loan from the Cov/rniueat of 
India. 

* A2,—Incmgo (htn 2'0*'^ or 0 nn 83fi; width 2^ I*' or 0 m. O'ii) of a 
Buddha seated croisdegged with his ktt Imud renting on his knee, Tho 
right arm is lost, but the hand was evidently raised to the shoulder in the 
attitude of irojiarting eecurity [bkn abhaya-mndra). The head is lost ;itj 
was provided w Lth a circulai' habj wliich is partly extant. On both sitlog 
of the halo is tho folbge of the BiMliii tree ()Ig«s rfiiiyioaa)* The figure is 
clad in an upper garment which leaves tho right lihouldcr and breast bare, 
Th j turned-np sglea of the feet arc marked with the wheel and threcH-jewcl 
i^ymboli. The imags is placed on a pedestal decorated on tho sides with a 
pair of seated lions turned out ward.

It deserves notii^e that tha Inngaago 13 much moro sa;:iskrit.ic than 
that of thg Rnt^a Bj^ihhattra 1 tidieription. It may bo oi^sigDed to tho early 
Kush ana period on account of ths cham^ter whkh agrees closely with that 
of th ? SEimuih Biidhi^att?a inseriptlona of the 3rd year of Kankhka. 

Thfl image k the oldost Buddha figure designiit^sd as such Jn an inscrip¬ 
tion and mualp thereforo, be one of thj first representations of Buddha found 
in Indiap excluding Gandham. It was diacotered by General Cunningham 
in 1882-83 nt the vilbgo of Any or at the south-eastern foot of the Gkli^j or 
Govanlhan hill and acquired for the Mu^um in January lS)0d by Pandit 
Radha Krishna, {Plato VIIL Ct A, R., Vol XX, p. * *0; pluto Y* 
Xo. 4>) On loan from the GorGmnient of India, 

A 3—Image (ht. or 0 m. 602} of a Buddha* seated cross-legged^ 
w'ith hU right hand raised to the shoulder in the attitude of imparling 
protection. The right hand is broken i tho head and left arm are mi^ng. 
Part of the halo is preserved. The robe Laves the right shoulder uncoTcred 
and is tied to the loins by means of a girdle ending in two tassels which are 
visible below the feet. This imago was standing at iho entmuce of the 
Damdnma or Sarrii-Jatnulpur now occiii>ied by tbe Puliuo linos. Possibly 
it originates from the ueighbouring Jaiufilpnr site.

The spread-out tail 
of the bird forms, as it were, an ornamental halo round tho ritlcrp The image 
was found inside a well neat the village of Ganesia five miles from Mathura 
on the Govardhau road and was pkctKl in tho ^Inseuin in 1903- (Plate X.)

Finally we notice tho long locks falling down on both shoulders^ Pandit 
Hadha Krishna obtained this torso for the Museum at the samo time with 
the s^ati.d Buddha image A-J which bad been placed at tbo enttanoo of the 
Damdama or JamSlput Sanli. There b reason to suppose that both 
Bciilpturjg origiuata from tho neighbouring Buddhist site, now occupied by 
the Collootor'a Court House.

Each of those is snrtnounted by four figurines, armnged in grotii:^ of two 
placed one over the other, and seated on lotnsosp so that four are |jlaeed to 
the right and four to tho left of the ornamental halo of the Tirthrirhkani- 
These eight figurines evidently ropreseut the Buiip the moon and the five 
pltttiots (which have given their names to the seven week-dap), the last of 
the number being RfihUp the Eelipse demon who h shown as only a bast. 

The main figure was evidently canopierl by a pamsolp on both sides of 
which there is n group of two Hying celestialsp niab and female^ probably 
meant for a tiaiidharva aiid no Apsaras, These figures ate all defaced- 
Tho sculpture forms a transition between the TlrthaJiikani figures of 
the Gupta period like Ho, E 6^ 7 and 33 and those of the kte Middle Agca 
like No. E 77, It was obtained by Pundit Radha Krishna from PotrS

It ia oF interest that a sculptarjd stoae, somewhat smaUer in ai^e 
(ht. 3' 8") and similar in subject, hod been found in Ifathuni by Colonel 
L. R, Stacy about 183G. The eimei find-3]Kit is not known. It is now in 
the Calcutta Iduseum. The CalcutUi " Sileuus'’ is tersely described by 
■Tames Prinsep in the following terms: *' His portly carcass, drankon 
lassitude, and eine-wrcutlied forehead, stinap the individual, while the 
drapery of his attendants pronounces them at least to bo foreign to India, 
whatever may be thought of Silouus' own costume, which is oertamly highly 
orthodox anti Bniliinanical. If the sculptor were a Groek, his taste bad 
been somewhat tainted by the Indian btuM’iddit oi female beauty. In 
other respucts his proportions and attitudes are good j nay, superior to any 
specimen of put® Hindu sculpture wo possessj and, considering the object 
of the group, to support a sacriticial vase (probably of the juice of tho 
graiB). it is owwllout.” Cobuel Stacy’s idja was that tho principal figiara 
represents Silenus, that the sculptors wore Bactriivu Greeks, and that their 
work was meant to be a or rathor a jjedaslal for the purpose of a 

(assa, or Largo sacrificial vase. These opinions were endorsed by James 
Prinsiip. Hr, Growse conjectured that, more likely, they are tho bases of 
pillars (probably octagonnl), the socket being clearly visible od t he top of tho 
Mathura iluscuin specimen. On the top of tho (Calcutta Silenisa also 
Cuniiiiigham noma “ a circular bason IS"' in diameter and S" deep.” We 
may aijsume that they stood at the entrance of some Buddhist huddiug. 

That these sculptures ure reproductions uf classical Bacchanallan scenes 
has been recognized from tho beginning. But the subject must have been 
adapted to an Incliaii conception, Tho main figure ia n copy of SiJonus, 
imt not Silcnus himself. Both th? position and appeamuee of tho figure 
suggest Kubera or Jambhala. the Buddhist god of wealth. Images which 
are supposed to represent this deity have boon found in the Peshawar dis* 
trict, the ancient Gundham, They are regularly aeeom^cd by two or 
more nude figures—Cupids turned into Yakshas, The attitude of the boy 
to the proper left side of our second group singularly reminds ua of similiir 
figures on Gaodhara reliefs. The rock on which the main figure is seated 
I suppose to be meant for Mount KailTisa. the abode of Kuhera. More 
over, the explanation would well agree with the os.sumption that the atones 
stood at the ontrauco of some Buddhist bnilding, as wo know that this was 
tho plaoo where images of the king and queen of the Yakshas wore wm- 
monly foi 3 iid.

VVe may compare two sUittitHod in tho Mathiinl Uiisoum {Nos, C + and 
S) which represont a cor|mloRt deity who holtU a cup in his left hand sqm 
which a female ottondant ia pouring some liquid. There can ho little 
doubt that these two statuette# represent tho some person as the princijial 
figure m tho so-called Baechanalian-gmup, and I om inclined to identify 
them with Kubem on account of the isjuoh in their left hand, which k the 
typical Attribute} of the god of width.

The image^ together with tho inscribed i-hib 04, was discoYcred by Pandit 
Radha Krishna in Jfarch l&OS near tho viJkgo of Chhargaon 5 milea 
mapmt asuremeDt almost due south of STathudi City and one mile south- 
south-west of Bhaiiiija, tho first railway station $outh of Jlathiirl on 
the narrow gauge line. The villagers usod to worahip the image as 
Diiujh i e.p Balarlova or Balaralma, the elder brother of Knslina* It h not 
a little curious that ancient. Naga imag'?a found in the iTathum dbtriefc 
are nowadays regukrly worshipped ns idols of E^ladeva; e.g., in tho villages 
of Baldeo near MiiMbnn and Sakhaua on tho Delhi road and Ed3> at tho 
Dhriiv Tila just outsido the City. Moreover, modern idoI$ of J-kladeva 
manufactured here are exact eopica of the ancient Naga figures. This will 
bo evident from a comp'iriton of the Chhafgaon Naga of the reign of 
Huvishka with the white marble statuette of Diladeva made at Biindaban 
(No* D 3G.) In the ease of Baludeva the Nfigi. hood b eupkSaed as 
referring to his being an incamaLiun of the w'orld-snake Sesha-niiga and 
the cup in his left hand is believed to refer to his drinking propensities*

206) Topresenting a corpulent male 
and female figure sealed to front side by side. The male holds a money¬ 
bag in his right and a cup ia hi^ileft hand* The female has a flower iu her 
left hand^ the right being raised to the shoulder. They probably represent 
the god of wealth and the goddess of fertility* Obtained from PoEth Kuad, 
On loan from the Government of India. 

C 27*—Sculplare (ht. lO'^orO m, 254) representing a corpulent male 
and female tigure seated side by side, ihe latter holding a child on her l^^fb 
kn^e, Thsi nanl a figure aecnis to hokl a money-bag and a enp. They may 
bo identified wUh Kuvera and Harltl.

228) roprcficmiug a corpuleul male 
aud female figure seated to froot side by side. They are similar to nos, C 8

The character is Priihmi of the Kushnna period. The proper right akle of

IfiS) reprijacnting otio corpulant 
male and two female figures seated to front side by side. The male holds 
a cup in his left hand, the females a flower atid a cup in their left hands, 
while all have the right hand raised to the shoulder, Tho male figure 
probably represents Kubera the god of weoltb. Tho femalo figures are 
distluguished by hoods. The sculpture contains, moreoTer, four figurines 
probably human worshippers, stondiug with hands joined.

figure, nocording to Cunningham, “ to avoid the representation of tho snaky 
lower extremities." It will, however, be nutieed that the figure to tho 
proper Ijfb side, ths head of which is preserved, has no snake-hood. 

Tho central and two adjoining figures aro almost entirely destroyed. 
Evidently they were nude to the waist, and wore a broad girdle to which 
a loin-cloth was attached. Their dtera is the same as that of the figures 
on the railing-pillai^ Of tho figure to the proper right side Uia head 
and hands are mksLug. That to tho proper left is well preserved. The 
forehead,neso, chin and right brea-jt arc slightly damaged. This figure has 
a verj' elaborate hair dress, Tho hair is drawn fiat oter the lop of the bead 
w'here it is kept down by n natrew band, and collected at the back in three 
heavy chignons, On the palms of the hands which are raised totho height 
of tho shoiildeiu shi carries two bowls, from each of which rises a cobra {?).

It appears from Hiuen Ts^iang's account that the which 

commemorated the Buddha's first bath by tho Naga kings Nanda and 
Upananda, stood not far from the famous A^oka pillar of Rummludci which 
marks the spot w^hero he was born. 

The six musical instruments showTi on our sculpture indicate the 
heavenly niu^ic which accord!rig to tho Buddhist scriptures was heard on thiE 
joyous occasion. 

On tho reverse are a male and a female figure, both defaced, walking 
to the proper left* Thty are clad in a dhoti and a shawl or scarf tied 
round the waist. The male figure carries in both hands a dish or basket 
onlainmg a garland. The female bos ho^- right hand raided overhead; 
in her left hand she holds an unrecognizable object. It seems that both 
figures wore standing under trees, 

Cunningham states that the sculptnro was brought either from the 
Kankalj ^he mounds in that direction.

The sculpture is ol great iutcrost, as it ia undoubtedly copied from CJraeco- 
Buddhist etamples. Tho itanel Immediately below may have contained the 
scene of Shldhartha's leaving Kapilavastu which in Gandham is usually 
found combined with tho seriana scene. If go, the head immediately 
above tho break would ha that of Slddhartha. The sculpture formed 
evidently prt of a dooijamh.

Behind the couch three figures are standing with arms 
outstFi^tched in the attitude of grief. 

Tho sculpture^ when complete* presuinahly coDtoined the four principal 
events of the Baddha'd life, namely t—{l) His birth near KapiUvastu in 
the Liimbinl gardm (Padaria, Bnmmiudci tappa, Nepal Tara!)* (2) His 
attaining of enJightenmenti (lodAi) under the hodAi tree at Budh-gaya 
(Gaya Diitrict* Bihlr). (3) Bis firs!; s.rmon in the Deerpark^ now Samuth 
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near BenareSp to the fiTe aieodk^atit friara, (4) His death at Etism/im 
in tto Malla oouotiy (locality not idoiitifiod)^ 

It ia notoivorthy iliat thi ant^ilopaa in front of Buddha's a!>at, whidi 
elsewhere characberise pbstic represen tatioos of the thinl eTent, are want¬ 
ing here. But this niay bo due to laadverteoce on the part, of the seulptor^ 
In the sarae way wc do not find the two iU tree^ which im typical of the 
dcatb-sccnei 

Tbo treatment of th^ bwo seenes pictured here shows distinctly the 
iaflmence of the Gandhlm school of sculptiirej which b also noticeabio 
in tbo dwarf-pnaster with Indo-CorinihJan capital on the proper left. 
Such pilasters are com inonly found to divide tho difierent scones portrayed 
on Gandhata bas-reliefs, 

Tho sculpture must have belonged to the stone facing of tho square 
basement of a Its find^place is unknown, 

H 8+ — Fragment (bt. 3' 4^ or 1 m. 03) of " a high slab " (Skr, tlrdAta- 
pjyjfa), the lower portion of ^vhich represents the pariHiVvHJja or death 
of Buddha ^afey’amoni between the twin sH trees of Kuslnilra. Tho 
Master is tying on his right side on a couehj his head supportofl on his right 
hand and one foot resting on the other. The head is provided wdth a halo^ 
Behind the couch are three fignresof nionmers. That to th? proper right, 
apparently a monk (Skr. holds in his left hand a square board 

on which four four-petailed Howei^ ans visible ; his right hand is applied 
to his hoad The two others are evidently by-members, possibly two 
Malla chiefbaius who witnessed the Ma^ter^s last moments* One misea his 
two arms as ia despair ] the other stands weeping, hi$ face coaoealed by 
a kerchief* To the proper right is one of the twin trees ; from its 
foliage bsuea a drynd, who showers flowers on the dying Buddha. Of 
the corresponding tree to tho Ml only a portion of the trunk can still bo 
traced. In front of the Buddha's couch are three figures. The one to the 
left, WTapt in mediUitioiij must bo Subhadra, the Tathagata’g lost convert, 
who before hb codversion w'as a Erahmauical mendicant. Thbwemay 
infer from the throe staHs placed at his side to mdicate that he belonged to 
the sect of the Tedaodikos (from Skr. £rtVi!aaci!a a triple stafi")^ though 
this is not eatpreasly stated in the EuddhUt books. The central figure is 
possibly one of tbo Malla chiefs and that to the proper right the Thunder- 
bolt-bearcr (Vajrapaai) who dropped his diamond mace (Skr* mjra) on tho 
occasion. The monk otanding at tho Buddha^s feet must ho Mahakasyapa, 
one of hb chief disciples, who haatened to pay rovetence to the Maoris 
feet. The figure at the head wears the dresa of a Layman, The scene 
is cacloacd between Fersepoliton pila^ter^ with capitals containing w'inged 
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(bors(>s ?) The panel above pe-rliaps represented iho IUnmi- 

nntion {Skr^ hodhi)^ eipres^^ed by ihe scone of tho preBtutation of tbe cupa by 
the four guaidian-goda (Skr. hkn jMa) , only two standing figures uro pnly 
pres^ rved. It is separated from the lower panel by a row- of two busta and a 
Buddha figuring placed in niches s^epa^at:d hy dvrarf-pilafitcTs* Cf. U 11. 
The proper left side of the fcw^o panels is decorated with a lotus sUlk 
rising from a vase* This border is much d : faced. Find-placo tm* 
known.

n la—Fragmentfht, or 0 ro. 395) of a elab, perhaps belonging 

to a doorway, carved on one side with two panels enclosed between Tertical 
decorativo borders and separated by an ogee arch and a railing. Tho 
upper panel represents Buddha rccoiying in his alms-bowl a handful of 
dust from the children Jaja (tho future A^oka) and Vjjap. The subject 
ia often pictured in tho Gmeco-Buddhisij art of Gandbniia. The lower 
panel shows Buddha standing and a small figure to hia right offering 
flowei^. This scene ia perhaps an abridged rendering of the Dipahkara- 
jutaka, as represented in Gondhiira rcliofe On one of the narrow sideg of 
tho stone aro two figurca placed one over the other and separated by au 
ogee arch and two railings. The upper one appears to be a Bodhisattva 
stauding with a garkmd m hia right hand. The lower one ia a Buddha with 
a halchod head standing on a lotua in the attitude of imparting protection.

Tho original centre of the bas-rcliof is occupied by Buddha seated in uicdita* 
tion imido the cave on which a peacock above and two lions at the sides 
should bo noticed* Towards hia right approaches Indraj tho lord of tho 
godsj clad in royal robes and carrying a bunch of flowers and a garland as

m offeriag^. Ho is prccj^jded by tho chkf of ibe GandlmiTas or ht^aTeoly 
mualciaQ^ who b rooogtimble from a harp "^which he plays.

ludra’s hearen. On the oth.r side of the qb,vo wo notice lodra'a elephant 
Airarafa and thioe male figures crouching in fronts 

Tho upper portion of the sculptore is divided into a series of arclies 
^separated by dwarf pilasterg* Under the central arch is Buddha's head- 
dre^ ; the others enclose the upper halrea of worshipping figures, probably 
Dctos* Buddha's cre^t jewel (Skr. according to the BuddHat 

scriptuies, was worshipped in the heaven of the tliirty-tlinee gods, of which 
l&akra h the head. This explains why the sculptor has combined it with 
the repre^ntation of Indra's ybit, Thj lower portion of the sculpture is 
carved with a Buddhist railing and some decorativo borders. The stone wag 
pointed out to me by Fondit H[idha XTishua in front of a hut near the third 
milestone on tho MathtLrfi*DelIii road. On loan from the Government of 
India. 

Tho scene of Indians visit to Buddha iu the ludra^ila cave is a favoarilo 
subjoeC of Buddhist art. It oocur^ first on a railing pillar at Bodh-Gays 
here only the empty cave is shown and a figure with a harp standing at its 
side* On a bas-relief from Loriyiln Tangai in tho Sviit valley we have a 
very fine and full representation of this scone. Tho Buddha figure in the 
cave b remarkable for its expression of repose and iseretiity. Inclra is 
attended by numerous cele^tiols aud above and below tho cave ore various 
plants aud animals such as hone in caves, poEKocks and also monkeys who 
RTU imitating the meditative attitude of Buddha. Tho Loriyan Tangai 
sculpture is preserved in the Calcutta Museatn, tvhich abo possesses another 
Mathura bas-reliof of Indra’s vbit. Finally I draw attention to the fine 
rendering of this oetneon the ioratia architrave Xo. il 4 of the Mathum 
Museum. There can be little doubt that here again Mathura has copied 
Gandhfira. An innovation found on the Mathurii reliefs h the introduction 
of Indra’s elephant A ini vata^ (Plato VI b, Cf. Anderson i Part

On one face 
tho oontroa of the three oompartmonts are oocupied by an alms-bowl‘, 
apparently filled to the brim with offoriogs, a Boddha seated in the protect¬ 
ing attitude, and a Bodhisotiva in royal attire seated in mediUtioii under 
a tree. On the reverse wo have in the upper compartment Buddha s head¬ 
dress (which, as wo know, received the homage of the thirty-three girfa) mid 
in the central one a Bodhisattva—perhaps Mmtreya, as may bo inferred 
from the voasel in his left hand—who raises hb right band in the oonven- 
tional attitude of protection. Of the figure occupying tho centre of the 
lowermost division, only a portion of the halo is preserved. 

The worshipping figures are divine or somi-divino beings—fijing, as 
by thoir pose, and carrying cabbage-liko nosegays from which they 

showering dowera. Tho narrow end of each compartment is occupied 
by yawning crooodilas. The spandrils are decorated with convention allied 

Gorudas. 

Among the Graeco-Buddhist sculptures of Gandhara numerous pedi¬ 
ments are fonnd dacoroied in the stune manner as this Mathura relief, but 
in expression much more classicah We may also compare a sculpture from 
the Kahkuli Tlla, now in tho Lucknow Museum, which was published by 
Professor Bhhler. It is o fragment of tho same shapA as the oue in the 
Mathura Musenm, hut more elabomtely deaoiHted, Buhlcr describes it aa 
' a Cora^tt , both fragments evidontly served tho same purpose. 

The present fragment was preserved at the Allahabad Public labrary 
till December 1907 and was perhaps origmally found on the Jamalpur site.

G85) mntaining a 
portion of an omamentol frieze in low relief. Tho aulyect, Cupids cuivjiug 
a garland, was borrowisd from Hellenistic sarcophagi and appears first m 
India in the Graeoo-BuddhUt school of Gundham (Peshawar district). 
Here the ^aeudo-Cupid, the bead of which is bat, walks to tho proper right. 
He wears a tonjno and bracelet round the atiaa and a dftofi fastened to the 
loins by means of a narrow girdle.

As 
the proper right side aia a sJttpo (?) and a (orasot with a double architrave, 
A figure is visible in the gateway, holdiog one of the jambs, but hero a 
comer of the stone is broken. The other half of the relief is oocupied hy 
four seated figures of which the one nearest the centre is likewise pouring 
out some liquid from a jar. At the end are a pillar, a itupa and a tree 
with garlands hanging down from the foliage. Under these figures, along 
the whole width of the sculpture, there runs a border consisting of a 
Buddhist raitiog and a bell-border. The reverse la decorated with a 
similar border.

(Ct above Noa, H 11 and 
N2h,> The Buddha, seated Mo the cave in the attitude of imparting 
protection, oreupios the contra of thi scene. To his left stands Indra, tho 
king of the gods. recognisubJe liom bk peculiar-shaped hat which clinrac- 
termes him also in Gwidharkn represoutationa of this opkode. He joins 
his hands in the attitude of adoration and is attended by two females 
probably heavenly nymphs (Skr. dpsuras). standing in the same pose' 
They are followed by three elephants, of which the central one k caparisoned 
and may be supposed te represent Indrak riding elephant Airavato. The 
tliiid animal is only partly visible. On the other side of tha cav^ etonda 
Paiicluisikha, the lord of aiirdhaivas or heavenly miisicianii, playing tho 
harp. Ho la followed hy six nymphs, the first of which seems to beat time 
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ihd aeooiiE&d a^d fbnrtli Imve tbeit Kau rfa joined in adoration, and the 
reimming four cai^' Qftch a garknd and a bunda of fiowem ns offeringai. 
The two fiqcum} panob whiioh onco sanuountecl the gate pUkra coDtoju ^h 
a rasa of lotaB^floweis, .The two ronialmng compartments at tba ends 
of the arebitravD^ each decorated with a Triton simikt to lh<m found

The heads of sonic of the figures in the centml panel of the reverse 
nto hroken j but fox the rest tho sculpture is in excellent preservation^ 
It 13 one of the tiuest specimona of Mathura art and displays a pleasing 
ootnbfuation of Indian and classical elements. A compamon with the 
fOTn^jt architraTca of Siinchi shows at a glance than the general mode of 
decoration ia thoronghly Indian* There also the central panel commonly 
depicts a soono of adoratiotii in which a row of worshippera approaches 
the sacred object from both sidosp But on the Mathura scnlptnro the 
arrangement of figureis and thi ir gniceful attitude are duo to Gandliam 
influence, which is especially noticeable m tho scene of Indm's visit to 
Buddha. -The human-headeti sea-monsterg at the ends of tho architrave

It will bo Been by a compatison of ths other baa-reliofs quoted that tho 
jtocnes of Buddha’s life are depicted hero in as summary a raaouor ns 
possible. The ex.'cution is clutnsj' and we have noted several inaccumcics 
in tho plaslical rendering of the legonds. The sculpture, however, is of 
great interest, as in it the influence of tho Graeco-BnddhUt school of Gan * 
dhiira is more manifest than in any other product of ^Mathurji art-. It reveals 
itself not only in thi individual scenes, but also ia the decorativo elements. 
This will be evident at once by comparing this stupa {irum with that ei- 
ravat<‘d by Sir Harold Deane at Sikri f Peshawar diatrictl and now preserved 
in thj Lahore Museum. In hisdiscussion of the Sikri sfajKt drum, M. Foucher 
was the fir t to point out itii relationship to our Mathura sculpturj which 
he rightly calls *'sa caricature lamcnlablement itidianisfie," "Le tore 
grossier do rarehitravc,” he says, “ la toiniche fcrop louide aus consoles trop 
Lvrges, les pilastres massifs h chapitcaiist Iwrbares no laissent auctiu douto 
snr la pif'tvntion ni siir la maladresscde I'iiiiiiation ; e’est un entablement 
i-lasnqui avec friac analogue h cclui ds 8ikri, q'i’on a voulu composer.’’

P 65. Abacus (hi, 10^* or 0 m, 267) carved on both sides with the 
figure of a Triton fianked by two lions rampant which support the 
volutes.

4 i^pears to hold castanets in her right hand. Tho third, standing, plays 
the flute. At her side is tho foliage of an aitika tree. 

Ill the third panel one female is seated on a stool, the second rubbiag 
hot left foot and tho third standing with a dish in her loft hand. Tho 
next two panob are too much defaced to be identified. 

Tho slab was discovered by Pandit Ram Chandar inaido tho Ifaholl 
Paur (or gate) of the City, where it waS used as the oomc-r stone of a dwell¬ 
ing house.

21), which is carved In the round, is a headless fcmalo 
figiiro seated on a bench with ornamental back against which a round 
cushion is placed. A child crouch's lotw'coa her feet. Tho subject is 
apparently the same as that of tha inscribed fragment no. G 10, No. 84 
(ht. Jli^ or 0 ni. 302) ii tho upper portion of a Niga statuette with a 
eoven-headed (sorpent hood, standing in esactly the same attitude as the 
Naga images of tho Kuaharm ijcriod (G 1 1-13). No. 08 (ht, or 9 m. 216) 
is a fragumnt carved on both facjs with a chiity/i arch containing a human 
bust.

" Thfa date may fall iu A.D. 1554. 1555, or 1566. In these three 
years, the gixen iiihi can bo connected with a Sunday only as folkws" 

" A,—In Vikrama sarfavat 1612 current, whether Chaitradi, Ashadbadi, 
or Karttibadi. the Chaitra vadi 10 began at about 3-0 p.in. 

(afternoon) on SuQday.'lTth March. A.D. 1556, But. even if wo accept 
ihc current juar, what reason was there for usiug the ( ifAi with the weekday 
on which it begun, instead of with the weekday (Monday) on which it was 
current at sunrise I The f ilht is not a special one devoted to some festival 
or rite : bo thoro is no reafion of that kind. Docs the u^ription reroid 
a death ? If so, the reason may be found there.*’
